Easter comes again and brings again the same message. It 
is always the same. Sometimes we call it victory through 
suffering; sometimes the power of the ideal; sometimes the 
meaning of the Risen Life. We quote “He hath brought life 
and immortality to light” or we turn to the stories of the 
first Easter and try to think with Peter and John or see with 
Mary’s eyes. 

There are many ways of approach but after all the mes- 
sage is really the same old message. Christ is defeated and 
discredited. He dies and his cause is lost. That is perfectly 
obvious. There can not be any question about it—and yet it 
is not true. He dies but he lives; he is beaten but he is vic- 
tor! Good Friday is victory. Easter is the proclamation of 
that victory. In the world of everyday interests, politics, 
business, society, the end has come. In the world as God 
sees it Calvary is only a beginning. Easter is the triumphant 
assertion of that beginning. 


The essential point is the Easter proclamation that the 
“world” and its powers can not destroy Christ because in 
him is the eternal life of God. The things of God are eternal 
and can not be destroyed. Whatever finds its spring and 
source in God (so runs the thought) is eternal and its pos- 
‘session brings a share in the eternal. 


_ .These eternal things frequently seem to us of small conse- 
quence—homely, simple, commonplace. We can not believe 
that they are the great forces of the universe. So Mary looked 
around at the figure behind her as she stood by the tomb and 
thought it was the gardener—a risen and triumphant Mes- 
siah would surely not look so commonplace. But he was not 
the gardener. He was the eternal and conquering Lord. 

It is hard for the “world,” dazzled by ideals of physical 
force, of empire, of prestige, to believe that the little emanci- 
ated and homely leader of India could possibly set at naught 
the power of the great empire which reaches around the 
earth. And yet, so far as one can see today, Ghandi and his 
soul-force conquer. Armies and machine guns are powerless 
against moral power residing first in one weak man but 
conveyed through that man to the vast multitudes of his fol- 
lowers. She “supposed him to be the gardener.” . 

It is this again which in these days brings so many people 
to questioning the essential and eternal truth of God. Before 
the vastness of the physical universe and the huge results of 
physical science in industry and commerce and the control 
of nature, before the prestige of wealth and power they say 
to themselves: “What, after all, can we think of such small, 
commonplace things as love and honor and self-control? 
They can not be the fundamentals of the universe; the ulti- 
mate reality can not be such.” She “supposed him to be the 
gardener.” But he was not. He was the living Lord of Life. 

And in the long history of the Church itself we see the 
same thing. The Church has yielded, alas, too often to the 
standards of the “world.” The supremacy of love and the 
dominating demand of moral power have been forgotten. 
The message of the gospel has been distorted and ideals of 


prestige and wealth and worldly power have usurped its 
place. But always when the Christ—the incarnation of eternal 
love—has apparently been lost, defeated, buried beneath the 
accumulation of material things, He has risen again, living 
in the souls of those who see His beauty and His glory. He 
has come like the gardener, embodied in simple souls like 
Francis of Assisi, and called back His Church and His people 
to the living truth. 

The Easter message is always the same. Christ lives. He is 
victor. In Him the eternal life of God is revealed. Neither 
death nor sin, neither thrones nor principalities nor powers 
have dominion over Him.—E. L. P.

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Retrospect and Prospect 


It was ten years ago this month that the present editor of 
The Pacific Churchman assumed his editorial duties. It was 
with a mingled sense of deep responsibility and large in- 
debtedness to those who had borne true withness to the 
Faith during the long and distinguished history of that re- 
ligious paper, together with solemn sense of heavy responsi- 
bility for bearing a living witness to the essential principles 
of the Faith in terms of concepts of our modern, scientific 
thought and in terms of our modern complex industrial, so- 
cial and political life. 


Under the caption of “The Two-fold Witness” he expressed 
this two-fold responsibility in somewhat specific terms. The 
Church is the custodian of those great, eternal foundation 
principles of the Christian Faith; and yet, through the gift 
of the Holy Spirit, leading into all truth, the living Church 
of Christ must be true to its duty and responsibility of bear- 
ing witness, in each generation, to the truths which, in the 
progressive revelation of God, come into the hearts and souls 
of her members. 

There has been a large and radical change in the whole 
religious thought and life of the Church during the past ten 
years. It is agreed by many of our religious leaders that we 
are on the eve of a new religious reformation that will be 
much more profound than that of the sixteenth century. 

The days that are ahead are fraught with large opportuni- 
ties for good as well as grave dangers. As a guiding principle 
in his future endeavors to carry out his duty, the editor can 
not do better than repeat the words of Bishop Arthur Head- 
lam, with which he closed his first editorial in this paper: 

“The Church in her first ages exhibited a swing and an 
advance which has not always appeared since. There was a 
boldness and a confidence in her movements, a power of 
adapting herself to any circumstances, however novel. And 
I think that one secret of her power was that, though always 
true to her traditions, she never allowed the dead hand of 
the past to spoil the freedom of her action. We have always 
a double relation to the past. We have to preserve the au- 
thority of tradition, that sense of historical continuity which 
is the true meaning of the apostolic succession, the recogni- 
tion of the fact that in all ages God’s spirit has taught the 
Church and is leading us into all truth, that we should al- 
ways be guarded and instructed by the authority and experi- 
ence of past generations of Christians. But we have 
not only to link ourselves with the past by using its teach- 
ings but by learning its spirit—its spirit of boldness and con- 
fidence, the spirit which taught it always to adapt itself to 
new situations and deal with new crises. It was loyal to the 
past but it never allowed itself to be controlled by it. It is 
the absence of this spirit which in later days in great crises 
of the Church prevented it from meeting a new situation and 
became the fruitful cause of dissension and disunion. It is 
just this same boldness, this courage to take a new departure, 
not at variance with but in continuity with the past, that is 
necessary for us at the present day if we are to seize the op- 
portunity that lies before us.”—B. D. W.

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The Truth and Power of the Resurrection 


(From “The Eloquence of Christian Experience,” by Ray- 
mond Calkin; the Yale Lyman Beecher Lectures for 1926) 


With respect to the physical resuscitation of the body of 
Jesus from the tomb, the bare fact that the body of Jesus 
came out of the tomb after three days would have no religious 
meaning were it not for the further and higher fact that the 
soul of Jesus manifested itself as a living moral power, took 
command of the lives of men, recreated the timorous and 
doubting disciples into confident and convinced apostles of 
His life and ever since has controlled the moral destinies of 
the race. The question then arises, Can one believe in the 
Resurrection of Christ, that His soul passed through death 
untouched in His essential being, that His personality sur- 
vived bodily death and both claimed and received the loyal 
and enthusiastic devotion of His followers, without believing 
in the resuscitation of His physical body from the tomb? Evi- 
dently one can. Even the Apostle of the Resurrection appar- 
ently makes no use of the physical miracle, while the ap- 
pearance to him of Christ Himself is the starting-pont of his 
victorious and apostolic career. To assert, therefore, that un- 
less we believe that the body of Jesus came out of the tomb 
there is no alternative but to believe that Jesus lived and died 
as other men and that we have no more evidence that He 
lived after death than we have in the case of other good 
men is again to assert what is not so. For multitudes of de- 
vout believers the resuscitation of the body of Jesus, like His 
virgin birth, remains in the twilight of things which can be 
neither proved nor disproved. The mind rests reverently 
upon them but they can never be made the ground or condi- 
tion of faith. But that the sinless soul of Jesus came into this 
world as the direct gift of God to men and that He passed 
through the experience, which we call death, untouched by 
it in His essential being, is to these same people indubitable 
and remains a cardinal doctrine in their creed. All Chris- 
tians, in the sense and to the degree that they accept the 
New Testament and the historic interpretation of the life of 
Jesus, believe that He was the unique and only begotten Son 
of God who vanquished death and is alive forever more. 
Some of these hold that this belief is inseparable from belief 
in His birth of a virgin and in the resuscitation of His body 
from the tomb. Others accept the New Testament definition 
of Christ no less firmly than these, while disbelieving the virgin 
birth and the bodily resurrection; while still others, of whom 
I am one, accept these physical miracles while holding that 
they are not essential to the fullest faith in the incarnation 
of the life of God in Jesus Christ our Lord. 


The one unshakable foundation is that upon which the 
New Testament preaching was based: that God was in Christ 
reconciling the world unto Himself. To recover the accent of 
spiritual certainty and the commanding note of spiritual 
authority, it is necessary only to recover the reality of that 
experience of God in Christ which animated the hearts and 
kindled the enthusiasm of the New Testament writers and 
preachers. To say that this experience can be reached and 
realized only through faith in debatable subjects of historical 
writings and events is to misread the plain development of 
the Christian faith itself and to deny the actual experience 
of thousands of the godliest souls that have ever lived. What 
is necessary, and all that is necessary, is a deeper evangelical 
experience of the Person of Christ Himself and a more abun- 
dant baptism of the Holy Spirit. If the fundamentalist in our 
day would concede the secondary importance of a purely 
physical supernaturalism, and if the modernist in our day 
‘would recover a deeper evangelical experience of God in 


ose there might be peace and agreement in the theological 
world. 


The religious scandal of leaving a positive proclamation 
of the Gospel to men who refute and deny the modern ap- 
proach to spiritual truth ought to end. It ought to end here. 
It ought to end with you. You are the ones to prove that so- 
called modernism can go hand in hand with the finest and 


freest proclamation of spiritual truth. But there is only one 
way to do it. 


The secret of a spiritual authority that can not be shaken 
in a ministry educated in modern ways of thinking is found 
in the abundant possession of a profoundly Christian experi- 
ence of God. Therefore, that precious treasure above all 
things let us keep by the Holy Spirit that dwells within us.

Sev- 
eral people were baptized. The Archdeacon appreciated the 
kindness of the people and their loyal co-operation in mak- 
ing the mission a success. . ; 

“Elizabeth Anne,” said a mother to her young daughter the 
other Sunday, “what would you like to do this morning? Do 
you want to go out into the country and pick wild flowers or 
go to the Church School?” “I want to go to Sunday School,” 
was the reply. “I don’t want to miss that.” So she went to 
St. Francis Church School, San Francisco, and no wonder! 
For anyone who has visited this large school of nearly 500 
children could not help being impressed and encouraged 
with the possibilities. The attractive surroundings, the well- 
trained teachers, the interesting curriculum, the hearty sing- 
ing, the helpful talks by the rector—all aid in making the 
Sunday sessions a joy to the children. The second unit of 
the new plant was completed recently but already every 
nook and corner is occupied with classes. Since the Rev. 
Carel J. Hulsewe has been in charge the parish finances have 
grown from 50 subscriptions to 295. There is a fine choir, 
an increasing attendance at morning service, a large Guild, 


an enthusiastic young people’s organization and well-trained 
troops of Girl Scouts and Wolf Cubs. The rector and his wife 
are indefatigable workers and in this community endeavor 
are making a practical demonstration of and real contribu- 
tion to the cause of Christian unity. 


The Archdeacon recently had the pleasure of visiting 
Trinity Church, Menlo Park, meeting the rector and his 
charming family and addressing the members of the Guild- 
Auxiliary on missionary work in the Diocese. This orgah- 
ization is meeting on Mondays during Lent in the parish 
house and the rector, the Rev. Ralph Smith, is arranging for 
a series of talks on diocesan activities. The church has had 
many trials but the members of the Guild-Auxiliary are loyal- 
ly doing their part to help the rector in making the work 
more effective. Mr. Smith, in addition to his parochial duties, 
is an esteemed member of the faculty of the Muldoon School 
for Boys at Palo Alto, where he teaches Latin, French and 
history. 

St. James Mission, Centerville, recently suffered a severe 
loss in the death of Mr. H. R. Hunt, who was for a number 
of years the faithful and devoted treasurer of the mission. 
Mr. Hunt was also a great help to the choir. Loyal and true, 
he will be greatly missed.

Grace Church, Martinez, was filled to overflowing on the 
annual visit of the Bishop of the Diocese. The vicar, the Rev. 
A. C. Silverlight, presented a class of twenty for confirma- 
tion, the largest class for many years. It is an evidence of 
good and faithful pastoral work in a hard and difficult field. 


Mrs. Noel Porter and little Beverly have recovered from 
influenza. The former recuperated at St. Luke’s Hospital and 
was much impressed by the courtesy and efficiency mani- 
fested on every side. Miss Kennedy, the superintendent of 
nurses, exerts a great influence for good and is beloved by 
the student nurses. Dr. Howard Johnson, the superintendent 
of the hospital, has a national reputation in the field of hos- 
pitalization. The professional staff is of the best and includes 
some of the outstanding physicians and surgeons of the 
country. We have a beautiful chapel at St. Luke’s and it plays 
an important part in the life of the institution. Every morn- 
ing at 7:00 o’clock the nurses assemble in the chapel for roll- 
call. The Lord’s Prayer is said, a hymn sung and then the 
girls proceed to their various duties. On Tuesday evenings a 
regular service is held by the chaplain, the Rev. J. H. Oehl- 
hoff, and this is attended not only by the nurses but by con- 
valescent patients. The hearty singing is quite a feature and 
the student nurses look forward to this service with delight. 
Mr. Oehlhoff also visits Church patients, especially those 
who express any desire for a call. On admittance a patient 
fills out a question blank and among other things states his 
religious preference. The names of those belonging to our 
Church, including any who express a wish to see the chap- 
lain, are given to Mr. Oehlhoff and he endeavors to see them 
without delay. He is held in great affection and esteem by 
both staff and students. The hospital is handicapped for lack 
of adequate endowment and for funds with which to do 
free work. Our Church people can co-operate in this regard. 
Many, we hope, will remember St. Luke’s in their wills; many 
will from time to time make thank offerings. All, we hope, 
will remember that each year the offering at the morning 
service on Sunday nearest St. Luke’s Day (October 18) is 
added to the hospital fund for the endowment of a free bed, 
known as the Bishop’s Bed. St. Luke’s is our hospital. Let us 
co-operate in the endeavor that it may accomplish even more

members are pledged to daily prayer, to regular attendance 
at the Holy Eucharist and to sponsoring occasional retreats 
for laymen of the Church. On Sunday morning San Quentin 
Prison was visited and two services held, a celebration of 
the Holy Eucharist at 8:00 o’clock, followed by a preaching 
service at 8:45. There are 4600 prisoners at the prison and 
among them are some twenty or thirty communicants of our 
Church. Father Viall is preparing a class of eight to be pre- 
sented to the Bishop for confirmation. 


The Rev. Edward H. Molony, vicar for the past six years 
of Christ Church, Los Altos, has been called to the rector- 
ship of the Church of the Incarnation and will begin his new 
duties shortly after Easter. Mr. Molony has done excellent 
work at Los Altos, building up one of the most attractive 
plants in the Diocese and exerting a fine spiritual influence 
on the life of the entire community, He also has had charge 
of St. Thomas Mission, Sunnyvale, where he has endeared 
himself to all.

Purpose of the Cathedral 


Just as a State or a great city can not thrive without wise 
government, housed in suitable and dignified centers of ad- 
ministration, so the Episcopal Church requires, in the order- 
ing of a scattered but vigorous Diocese, a beautiful and in- 
spiring center from which to direct its energies. Such a cen- 
ter, at the heart of the Diocese, the mainspring of all its 


parish and mission activities, is the Cathedral. Since the 
Cathedral is the Bshop’s church, whose primary object is to 
serve and represent the Diocese as a whole, it must represent 
the best in diocesan life. In worship, in education, in social 
service and in missionary endeavor its mission is to lead 
and stimulate. 


It binds the parishes into a closer family circle. Long be- 
fore the name “cathedral” was ever adopted, this primary 
function was recognized in the name of “mother church,” by 
which the Bishop’s church was designated. It belongs equal- 
ly to every man and woman of the Church. It belongs equally 
to every parish and mission. As the spiritual and administra- 
tive center, as the “mother church,” the Cathedral is, as 
Bishop Nichols has well said, “the outward and visible sign 
of the unit of the Diocese.” 


The Cathedral is not just a super-church. It is not another 
and unnecessary parish. It is not designated merely as a 
place for the Bishop’s throne, nor is it a thing only of stone 
and cement. It is a sacramental offering from the heart of 
mankind to its God. It is a symbol of individual belief in 
religion, of pride of church and mission, of loyalty to parish 
and district, for it is the embodiment in architectural form 
of the whole Diocese, its people, its parishes and its spiritual 
purpose. 

The Church is one body in Christ. The Diocese, as com- 
posed of its communicants, is also one body in Christ. The 
gifts of churchmen and churchwomen to the Cathedral, there- 
fore, become a corporate gift of that body, evidence of the 
spiritual enthusiasm of the Church for the Master. 


Memorials 


Cathedrals have throughout the ages been places of memo- 
rial and commemoration. Porches, chapels, windows and 
towers of the cathedrals of the Old World are inseparably 
linked with the names of the men and women of their time 
whe were the donors. In the glory of the glass and carving 
and masonry of these notable structures the names of their 
builders live forever. ao 

The erection of Grace Cathedral in San Francisco will af- 
ford a like opportunity for the placing of memorials to those 
lost by death; memorials to deeds of charity and noble liv- 
ing; memorials to sacrifice and service to country:and to 
humanity. It will become a sacred temple of the great sons 
and daughters of California to whom the Church and State 
do honor, drawing all classes and creeds to witness the love, 
the beauty and the reverence with which their splendid 
memory is forever enshrined. 

A wide range of memorial units are available in Grace 
Cathedral to those who wish to honor the memory of a 
loved one. Some of these units are shown on the ground plan 
of the Cathedral. Among the larger units which may be 
designated as memorials are the sacristy, the transepts, the 
crossing, the towers and east front, the nave and aisles and 
the entrance porch. Smaller units include the traceries for 
the rose windows, columns and arches, aisle and nave bays 
and many other parts of lesser cost. Complete information 
as to specific units and their cost may be obtained from the

Corporate integrity, maintained in the cause of complete- 
ness in Christian nurture, is the objective of spiritual states- 
manship. The apostle Paul, that great ecclesiastical evangel- 
ist, exhorted “the faithful in Christ Jesus” to unity “for the 
perfecting of the saints, for the work of the ministry, for_the 
edifying of the body of Christ: till we all come in the unity 
of the faith,and of the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a per- 
fect man, unto the measure of the stature of the fulness a 

The gathered strands of ecclesiastical 
make a mighty force in a united pull for Christ and the 
Church. Integrity of intention and action has, for good or 
evil, a potent influence. When Isaia presopeses the -follow- 
ing ‘denunciation. “Woe unto them that draw iniquity. with 
cords of vanity, and sin as it we ith a cart rope,” he 
enunciated a general principle undeflyihg the strength in the 
cumulative force of co-operative spiritual efforts. Jesus 
prayed that those who believe on Him might all'be oné; and 
St. Paul repeatedly cautioned the Corinthians: “that there 
should be no schism (division) in the body.”- ~~ ~ 

Unity in the pursuit of good works is.a -prelude to unity 
of thought and affection. Spiritual mindedness -is expressed 
in terms of neighborship. Fellowship tends to inspire that 
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= | - . co-operation, which is favorable to the eventuation of social , 
— unity. St. Paul’s missionary outlook comprehended a univer- 
: | sal fraternity. “God hath made of one blood all nations of 
men for to dwell on all the face of the earth.” Bishop Reif- 
:  snider referred to the self-sacrificing work among the lepers 
in Japan as “faith in action.” Belief in the divinely imparted 
good to the human soul makes that common mark of God’s 
image available, through fellowship, for the incorporation of 
man’s social instincts by “the unity of the Spirit in the bond of 
peace.” 


Christian reunion, whensoever realized, will be the social 
result of the replenishment of spiritual gifts working from 
within the recipients of such gifts toward the re-establish- 
ment of corporate integrity. As the Pentecostal social unifica- 
tion of the disciples was by divine creation, any re-creation 
of Christian unity must likewise be by divine intervention 
rather than by human invention. 


The nature of organic spirituality was declared by Christ 
Himself when He said to His disciples: “I am the vine, ye 
are the branches.” For over nineteen centuries that “vine” 
has, with environmental adaptations, grown true to its na- 
ture. The sociological and historical developments of that 
“vine” have been pictured by St. Paul in the great exegetic 
figures of the human body and its members and of a material 
building and its component parts.
